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More  t hail  a decade  lias  passed  since'  Newr  York- Presbyterian  was 
created  through  the  merger  of  the  New  York  and  Presbyterian  Hospitals. 
W hen  we  look  back  to  measure  our  progress,  wo  are  proud  of  the 
extraordinary  growth  and  achievements  the'  I lospital  has  made  in  many 
arenas  — advances  in  medicine,  establishment  of  new  clinical  programs 
and  patient-centered  services,  and  expansion  of  facilities  to  meet  the 
ever-growing  needs  of  our  patients  and  their  families. 

A Defining  Decade  highlights  some  of  the  innovative  initiatives  New  York - 
Presbyterian  has  launched  during  the  last  10  years  and  the  patients 
who  have  benefited  from  them.  And  w hile  many  circumstances  have 
changed  throughout  these  vears,  certain  standards  remained  constant: 
our  unw  avering  focus  on  quality  care,  our  compassionate  staff  who 
truly  put  their  patients  first,  and  our  commitment  to  the  communities 
we  serve  to  ensure  their  health  and  well-being. 
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Time  I’lies.  I loro  at  NewYork-Presbyterian  wo  forge 
ahead  dav  l>v  day,  week  by  week,  year  in  and  year  out 
to  make  this  a great  hospital  lor  our  patients  and  their 
families.  ()nl\  occasionally  do  we  pause  to  look  back 
and  then  it  is  largely  to  measure  our  progress.  At  the 
same  lime,  we  cannot  help  but  note  that  a decade  has 
passed  since  we  were  created  by  the  merger  of  the  New 
York  and  Presbyterian  I lospitals.  \\  here  did  the  time 
go?  More  importantly,  how  well  have  we  list'd  il? 

At  dial  lime,  there  were  a number  ol  similar  mergers 
in  the  country  that  had  failed,  and  many  questions 
surrounding  our  own.  Could  we  continue  lo  strengthen 
die  two  medical  centers  while  blending  them  into  one 
hospital,  and  could  we  make  dial  hospital  a national 
and  international  leader?  Could  we  lake  what  some 
people  thought  at  die  lime  was  a stressed  and  brittle 
institutional  culture  and  transform  il  into  a culture  of 
service,  compassion,  and  empathy?  We  knew  we  were 
big  and  intended  to  gel  bigger.  ( iould  we  also  become 
ver\  good  and  establish  ourselves  as  a high  performing 
organ  i/at  ion.  functioning  at  the  highest  standards  of 
excellence,  qualilv.  efficiency,  and  compassion? 

We  could  and  wo  did.  by  any  measure  \nu  choose  lo 
seleei.  (lie  progress  ol  New  York-Presby  tcrian  over  the 
past  10  years  has  been  exi inordinary.  Wo  have  grow  u 
I rum  just  over  00.000  inpalicnl  hospitalizations  in 
2000  lo  over  I 1 4,000  in  2000.  Our  revenues  over  die 
same  period  grew  from  S I .<’>  billion  to  S.'S. 2 billion. 


Our  average  case  mix  went  from  1.73  to  2.07.  This 
means  that  we  are  taking  on  ever  more  complex  and 
difficult  medical  challenges.  We  have  become  the 
largest  transplant  program  in  the  country.  We  have 
become  a leader  in  minimally  invasive  surgery,  robotic 
surgery  for  prostate  cancer  and  gall  bladder  removal, 
for  multi-unrelated  donor  kidnev  transplants,  heart 
valve  repair,  brain  and  orthopedic  surgery,  gene  therapy, 
stroke  treatment,  multi-viscera  transplants,  pediatric 
heart  disease,  neonatal  intensive  care,  high  risk 
pregnancies,  in  v itro  fertilization,  and  main  more.

We  have  made  this  a safer 
hospital  w ith  significant  improvements  in  quality.  Our 
nationally  reported  outcomes  for  heart  attack,  heart 
failure,  and  pneumonia  are  among  the  best  in  the  country. 
W e have  pioneered  innovations  to  improve  quality  - our 
Patient  Safety  Fridays  and  House  Staff  Quality  Councils 
are  nationally  recognized  Rest  Practices  that  are  being 
adopted  by  other  institutions  nationw  ide. 

W e have  made  this  a w armer,  more  friendly,  more 
compassionate  hospital  as  evidenced  by  major  increases  in 
our  measured  patient  satisfaction  scores.  Staff  turnover 
has  gone  down  by  almost  half  over  the  decade,  and 
employee  satisfaction  as  measured  by  a large  nationwide 
survey  is  tbe  highest  of  any  teaching  hospital  surveyed.
